New York, July P.—Various articles

Id States and expansion will appear ia 
this week's issue of The Independent. 


Senator John T. Morgan of Alabama 


writes: "Those who lament and decry 
the conduct of our government in deal- 
Ing in the Philippines as being viola- 
tive of our constitution are too late to 
accomplish much else than to echo the 
pathetic appeals of Aguinaldo that \ve 
do not destroy our own government in 
order to save the Filipinos from the 
fatal power of his dictatorship. It is 
not far to go, nor is the way obscure, 
to find in the constitution of the United 
States express power given to congress 
to do what was done in Louisiana and 
Hawaii, and what our self-respect com- 
pels us to do in the Philippine islands. 
The flag we have planted on the Phil- 
ippines is consecrated to the same lib- 
erties as it shelters on the Capitol at 
Washington." 


Ex-Senator George Edmunds, argu- 


ing against expansion, demands that 
the government disclose to the people 
precisely what took place before the 
capture of Manilla and what promises 
were made the Filipinos. He asks if 
Spain had anything but a "pretended" 
sovereignty to cede, and demands tha 


, reason for the sudden turning of Fili- 
pino friendship into hostility. He con- 
cludes: "First let us know the whole 
truth of what has happened, and then 
perhaps the advocates of glory, or do- 
minion, or trade, or civilization and re- 
ligion, advanced by the 
cannon and 


the bayonet and supported by the blood 
and treasure of our people, can point 
but to us how these are 'the ways of 
pleasantness and the paths of peace.' " 


Congressman Mitt, chairman of the 


committee on foreign relations, writes: 
"There are some who say the lust for 
military glory has been the cause of 
the downfall of all republics of the 
past, but that is not true. 
The past 


had few or no true republics. We are 
making precedents. There seems to be 
a great'war-cloud forming over China, 
and the forces 
mustering there are 


mighty enough to produce a war of the 
greatest magnitude. But 1 see no rea- 
son that will require \i« to join the con- 
flict, if conliict there is to be. The only 
interest we have in the matter is a 
trade interest."

The Steamboat People Refused to Live 


Tip to the Contract Entered Into 


on the Fourth of La»t June. 


The Ladies' Aid society of Manly 


Methodist church wish to say that 
they are very sorry that they do not 
get"to Clyffside park with their ex- 
cursion on July Fourth. 


On June 10th an agreement was 


made with the manager of the Cin- 
cinnati, Portsmouth, Big Sandy and 
Pomeroy Packet company to run an 
excursion to Clyffside park on July 
Fourth, going via steamer Stanley 
and returning on the evening of the 
Fourth via steamer Bonanza. 
Ar- 


rangements were made through the 
steamboat agent with the company 
to have the Stanley leave the wharf 
at 8 a. m, and returning have the 
Bonanza leave Clyffside ab 6 p. m. 
Arrangements were also made with 
the manager of the company to have 
no intoxicating drinks sold on the 
boats, to have dancing prohibited 
and to have good order prevail on 
the trip After the details of the 
excursion had all been arranged, the 
bills were printed exactly in accord- 
ance with the terms of the agree- 
ment named by the manager of the 
company in his letters to the church 
people. 


The ladies worked hard for three 


weeks, doing everything possible to 
make the excursion a complete suc- 
cess, and as a results crowd of Over 
six hundred people were at the boat 
landing bright and early on the 
morning of the Fourth, ready to go 
to Clyfl'skle. 
On the cvc of the ex- 


cursion a telegram was received say- 
ing that water was too low to and 
at ClylTsidc, that the people might 
go up on the Stanley and clown on 
the Bonanza when the boats met. 
The captain of the Bonanza sent a 
note, saying to call the trip oil as 
the water was too low. The commit- 
tee of the Ladies' Aid society having 
the matter in hand immediately 
telegraphed to the manager of the 
company thp 
following 
message: 


'•Manly excursion cannot be declared 
off. 
Tickets are sold, 
Big crowd 


expected. 
Boat must be on time. 


Notice too short. 
You must be re- 


sponsible. '' The church people had 
already been put to considerable ex- 
pense and had large orders out for re- 
freshments and they felt that the 
excursion could not be declared oil 
without big damage to them, and. 
more than that, it would violate 
the terms of the original agreement. 
One hour before the steamer Stanley 
left Cincinnati, on the evening of 
the third, a communication was re- 
ceived stating 
that 
excursionist 


must return on meeting the Bonanza. 


By the advice of the agent of the 


company they were told to go ahead 
with their excursion, as the river 
was 
rising, there already being 


eight feet of water. They were told 
that the Stanley would leave Cincin- 
nati at 5 p. m. on the evening of 
the third, that the Bonanza would 
certainly reach the end of her trip 
and leave Pomeroy at 
t> o'clock on 


the morning of the Fourth, so that 
there would be ample time to go to 
ClylTside before the Bonanza would 
reach Ashland on her return trip. 


The ladies felt that they had done 


all they could to make the excursion 
a success, and they fully expected to 
tret to ClylTside. but, to their utter 
sorrow and the disappointment of 
all the people on board the Stanley, 
(except the captain and officers and 
a few regular passengers) they were 
met in the middle of the rivor. just 
in sight of Ashland, by the Bonanza 
ami compelled to return to Ports- 
mouth. 
Excursionists who got off 


at Ironton were warned by clerks on 
the boat, that if they did they would 
get left. The best of order prevailed 
ihroughout the trip, abundance 
>if 


lunch and refreshments were to be 
had. 
and the trip down on the Bo- 


nanza was pleasant, as there were 
plenty of seats for the people and 
plenty of room for people to move 
about. 


The Manly church people will not 


soon forget the ill-treatment from 
the officers and crews of the two 
boats. 
However, the excursion was

success, 
the 


church having cleared over 8225. 
The ladies now feel that they are 
willing to allow the people who have 
given such valuable advice since the 
excursion is over to run the next
